Is  the  Canada  Health  Act  a  barrier  to  improving  the  effectiveness  and/or  efficiency  of 
health  care?  How  should  it  be  reformed?  Is  there  a  better  way  to  govern  national 
standards  in  health  care  in  Canada? 

2.  How  has  the  Charter  impacted  on  decisions  about  what  to  fund  and  what  not  to  fund 
in  medicare?  Is  the  Charter  a  positive  or  a  negative  force?  Do  judges  have  a  good 
understanding  of  health  policy  and  do  they  make  the  best  decisions  under  s.  1? 

3.  How  do  we  presently  decide  what  health  care  should  be  publicly  funded?  Is  there  a 
better  way  to  do  this  and,  in  particular,  should  there  be  a  greater  role  for:  (pick  one  of 
the  following)  a)  The  Charter  b)  Administrative  Law  c)  Citizen  participation  or  d) 
Explicit  rationing 

4.  What  role  does  judicial  review  play  in  ensuring  the  reasonableness  or  rationality  of 
decisions  about  what  is  in  and  out  of  Medicare? 

5.  What  impediments  does  the  current  division  of  constitutional  powers  between  the 
federal  and  provincial  governments  pose  to  successful  health  care  reform,  for 
example,  the  creation  of  a  national  pharmacare  plan.  What  governance  structures 
should  we  aspire  to,  to  ensure  the  best  governance  of  Canadian  Medicare?

f.  medical  equipment 

Is  there  any  truth  to  the  claim  that  we  are  so  preoccupied  with  the  public  sector  that  we  do

15.  Myriad,  a  US  company,  claims  that  the  Ontario  government  must  recognize  their 
patent  and  purchase  their  BRCA1/BRCA1  genetic  test  for  breast  cancer  rather  than 
rely  on  a  test  produced  locally.

17.  Examine  the  role  of  self-regulating  health  professions  and  whether  self-regulation  is 
sufficient  to  ensure  the  quality  of  health  services  supplied 

18.  Discuss  whether  or  not  medical  malpractice  suits  protect  the  quality  of  health  care 
services  supplied.  How  can  the  tort  system  be  reformed  to  better  protect  the  quality 
of  health  care  services? 

19.  Consider  whether  physicians,  hospitals  and  other  health  care  providers  should  be 
able  to  argue  in  defense  to  a  medical  malpractice  action  that  government  or  a  private 
insurer  limited  the  resources  at  their  disposal.
